States is able to turn out a destroyer 
in from six to nine months. And the 
destroyers can destroy the submarines 
faster than the Teuton shipbuilders 
can produce them. 


No naval authority underrates the 
damage that thirty submarines turned 
loose in commerce channels can do 
in a day. But the fact that they have 
•not been effective for the last six 
months in the destruction of ally ship- 
ping is a testimonial to the thorough- 
ness with which the allies have coun- 
tered.

on clear'day»,. and from which bombs 
can be dropped. 


If the war lasts any great length 
of time the submarine will have dis- 
appeared altogether, in the belief of 
Rngllsh and. American .naval. experts, 
because the 'means of destroying

Tales of submarine dreadnoughts of 
4'000'or «5,000 tons cease to cause a 
ripple in naval circles. It is recog- 
nized that they would be so unwieldy 
as to be useless. Quick submersion 
is the only thing that is saving those 
smaller boats which are now in «e% 
nice, and the 1,000-ton submarines 
have difficulty 
getting under fast 
enough to save themselves. 
One of the moet effective means of 
keeping the submarines away from 
the transports which took American 
soldiers to France was the smoke 
screen thrown out by the destroyers 
In the convoys.

One of the first, proposals put for- 
ward was for a machine 100 feet long, 
46 feet high and 80 feet wide, weigh- 
ing some 300 tons, pxopelled by an 80Q 
horse-power engine, and with driving 
wheels 40 feet in diameter. 
Another 
earj.y suggestion, and one which led 
most directly to the tanks, was made 
by 'Col. Swinton in October, 1914, to 
build armored cars on a tractor sys- 
tem, an American Invention. Experi- 
ments with various tractors were made 
on behalf of the war office and by a 
small expert committee of the admil 
ally under Winston Churchill, then 
first lord. 
Through the medium o 
the committee of imperial defense the 
various efforts for the solution of the 
problem were co-ordinated, and cer 
tarn conditions laid down which had 
to he fulfilled by the proposed car. 
From/ftruong thu numerous types ol 
tractor inspected the most satisfac- 
tory was found to be a caterpillar with 
an endlesFf self-laid track, over which 
internal driving^vheels could he pro- 
pelled by the engines., 
In February, 1916, the first tank was 
completed and taken down to a farm 
near London. Here pits, trenches and 
ramparts had been constructed. The 
tests were so satisfactory that an or- 
der was given on the spot for 100 
machines. The ministry of munitions 
became responsible for the speediest 
possible construction of the order. 
Manv improvements were made dur- 
ing the period of construction, and the 
first delivery was made in July, 1936.
